1.  Meetings  are  held  in  the  Southeast  Community  Facility  either  in  the  Alex  Pitcher 
Community  Room  or  Conference  Room  5  or  at  Earl  P.  Mills  Auditorium  or  at  an 
alternative,  accessible  location  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  community  in  San  Francisco. 
The  rooms  are  wheelchair  accessible  and  have  accessible  seating  for  persons  with  disabilities 
and  those  using  wheelchairs. 

2.  The  closest  accessible  BART  station  is  24th  and  Mission.  Accessible  Muni  lines  serving  this 
location  are:  (a)  #14  Mission,  to  the  #44  O'Shaughnessy  to  Silver  and  Palou  Avenues  to  the 
intersection  of  Palou  Avenue  and  Phelps  Street,  then  travel  one  block  north  to  1800  Oakdale 
Avenue  (at  Phelps  Street);  and  (b)  #15  Third  Street  to  Oakdale  Avenue  and  travel  west  two 
blocks  to  1800  Oakdale  Avenue.
